Retiring at 9:30 Last Night- 


Discovered 2 Hours Lat er.

southeast o f Glen wood. 
The origin 


of the fire is a m ystery. 


H o y s who stay at the farm mad* 


the rounds o f the barns about- nine- 


th irty o’clock lust night .just before 


retiring and found no indication of 


fire. 
At 
eleven-thirty o'clock, just 


two hours later, 
the 
fam ily 
was 


awakened to find the roo f o f the la r­ 


gest barn a mass o f flames. 


M is s Dessie Dailey, a daughter of 


M rs. 
D ailey, 
was 
severely 
but 


not seriously burned on the hands, 


face and feet when she attempted to 


save the horses. 
She rushed to the 


barn and opened both doors to give 


the horses a chance to escape. 
W hen 


she opened the east door, a mass of 


flames burst out on her and burning 


hay fell from the mow about her. 


It is probable the horses bad been 


suffocated by that time as none of 


them came from the barn 
and 
it 
wo uld have been dangerous fo r a n y­ 


one to enter the barn to try to save 


them. 
They were valued at two hun­ 


dred dollars each and only one of 


them was insured. 


The loss is estimated to he in the 


neighborhood of fifteen hundred dol­ 


lars. 
The larger barn had been built 


only about ten years, but the other 


was an old log structure that 
was 


used for storing hay, grain, seed and 


farm implements. 
W agons and all 


o f the harness were also destroyed. 


M rs. B . F. M iller of this city, who 


is a daughter o f M rs. D a ile y’s, was 


at the farm over night and witnessed 


the fire. 
M rs. Jo h n A Sp u rrier o f 


this city is also a daughter. 


There is no theory as 
to 
what 


caused tlu* fire. 
W hether or not it 


w as o f incendiary origin has 
not 


been suggested by anyone.
